March 22 (NYT) — President John 
Vorster broke months of silence to- 
day to deny allegations that as 
prime minister he approved secret 
schemes in which money was used 
“irregularly,'' but he did not specif- 
ically deny that some of the money 
was used for bribery and other po- 
litico I machinations' in the United 
States and elsewhere. 

Mr. Vorster abandoned the non- 
controversial role assigned to him 
as head of slate to issue a statement 
rejecting allegations by Eschel 
Rhoodie. the central figure in the 
widening Information Ministry 
scandaL The statement described 


Mr. Rhoodie's efforts to implicate 
Mr. Vorster and other senior offi- 
cials jn the ministry's schemes as 
“lies." hut said nothing about Mr. 
Rhoodie’s claims that he had au- 
thoritx make payments and to ma- 
nipulate foreign elections. 

From his exile in Europe, where 
he is fleeing a South African war- 
rant for theft from the ministry's 
S7Ji. million secret fund, Mr. Rhoo 
die has alleged that Mr. Vorster 
personally approved a clandestine 
propaganda war after being told 
that it was to include bribery. Mr. 
R hoodie, dismissed hv Mr. Vorster 
as chief civil servant in the ministrv 
last sear, has hmted that some of 
the payments were to influenti.il

JERUSALEM. March 22 — For- 
eign Minister Moshe Dayan left for 
Washington today to negotiate the 
final details of a bilateral agree- 
ment between Israel and the Unit- 
ed States after the Knesset's over- 
whelming approval this morning of 
the Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 

Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
called the Knesset vote “a great day 
for Israeli democracy" and hailed 
"the largest majority ever on such 
an issue of importance.'' 

The final vote silo wed 95 Knes- 
set members in favor of the treaty. 
18 opposed, two abstentions and 
three legislators who declined to 
participate. 

Mr. Dayan said that the U.S. -Is- 
raeli accord would spell out mea- 
sures the United States was pre- 
pared to lake if Egypt violated tile 
terms or the treaty with Israel. 

“I am going there to conclude 
the agreement of understanding be- 
tween the United Stales and 
Israel," Mr. Dayan said. “I hope we 
can reach agreement between the 
two parties by tonight or tomor- 
row.' 

He added that, even if the sign- 
ing of the bilateral accord was not 
concluded in the next three days, it 
would not delay the signing of the 
peace treaty. 

He said that some issues still had 
to be resolved between Egypt and 
Israel, particularly details on the 
stages of Israeli withdrawal from 
the Sinai, but he added that De- 
fense Minister Ezer Weizman 
would deal with these problems in 
meetings with Egyptian officials in 
Washington on Sunday, before tile 
signing ceremonies scheduled for 
Monday.

Israel Reported to Plan 
10 West Bank Outposts 

TEL .AVIV. March 22 1 Reuters) — Israel intends to begin a major 
settlement project on the occupied West Bank of the Jordan after 
the signing of a peace treaty with Egypt next week, the state televi- 
sion reported tonight. 

The report said that at least 10 new outposts would be establish- 
ed in the West Bank soon. The report said that Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin had assured the coalition National Religious Par- 
ly of imminent huge settlement activity on the West Bank to secure 
its support for the peace treaty in a vote by the Knesset (parlia- 
ment) today. The pact gained overwhelming approval. 

The report added that existing settlements in the controversial 
region would be consolidated under the new scheme. 

The West Bank was envisaged in the peace treaty to come under 
limited self-rule for a five-year transitional period. Mr. Begin made 
clear in the Knesset that Israel intended to keep a tight grip on the 
area, which he stressed was essential for protecting Israel's center. 

Most countries, including the United States, have condemned 
Israeli settlement on occupied Arab land, calling it an obstacle to 
peace. Observers said that increased settlement activity on the West 
Bank would signal Israel’s intention to remain in full control of the 
area. 

Negotiations on the shape of autonomy are to begin toward the 
end of next month. There was no immediate official comment on 
the television report.

Because of the loss of Iranian oil 
and the imminent return to Egypt 
of the Suez fields. Israel will receive 
new U.S. assurances for 15 years. 
The oil assurances, officials said, 
will be included in a separate docu- 
ment appended to the treaty. 

Egypt has agreed to sell Israel oil 
from the Suez and other fields on 
an equal basis with other custom- 
ers. Israel had earlier demanded — 
and then dropped the demand — 
that it be sold on a preferential 
basis.

Kurdish Rebels 
Maintain Siege

SANANDAJ, Iran, March 22 
(Reuters) — Representatives Aya- 
tollah Ruhollah Khomeini urged 
Kurdish guerrillas today to lift 
their siege of an array garrison here 
but met with demands for autono- 
my for the Kurdish border region. 

At a rally in this capital of Kur- 
distan province, Ayatollah Mah- 
moud Tejeghani. one of Ayatollah 
Khomeini's chief deputies, called 
for an end to the siege of the array 
harracks just outside town. The 
cease-fire between the rebels and 
the estimated 3,000 soldiers inside 
the garrison continued. 

Shooting broke out earlier this 
week. The guerrillas say that at 
least 200 persons have been killed 
and that hundreds more may be 
dead or wounded inside homes on 
the surrounding hillsides. 

The fighting in Sanandaj has 
been the most violent challenge to 
the new regime in Tehran. The 
guerrillas are demanding self-rule 
for the Kurdish region.

Ancient Manlike Footprints Uncovered in North Tanzania

WASHINGTON, March 22 (NTT) -—The footprints of two crea- 
tures who appear to have wralked exactly as modern humans do 
have been uncovered by Dr. Mary Leakey in a layer of volcanic ash 
that blanketed a part of what is now Tanzania more than 3.6 mil- 
lion years ago. 

The footprints, covering 73 feet in almost a straight line, are the 
oldest-known marks of humanlike creatures on the earth. Mrs. Lea- 
key said yesterday that they were "of the greatest importance in the 
story of human evolution." 

Early last year, she announced that she had found prints that she 
was "75-percent sure” had been made by a hominid, a manlike 
creature. The discovery’ of more prims since then has confirmed, 
she said, that human ancestors had become fully bipedaL walking 
with a two-legged, striding gait. 1.5 million years before the earliest 
known appearance of toolmaking and of brains larger than the 
brains of apes. 

Discoveries of fossil bones, in particular a knee joint discovered 
in Ethiopia in 1973. had strongly suggested this possibility. Mrs. 
Leakey said that her report, given at a news conference here yester- 
day. made the case airtight. 

Brain Enlargement 

Until recently, many anthropologists had thought that bipedal- 
ism had evolved in tandem with the brain enlargement that was 
linked to the use of the free forelimbs in toolmaking. The new 
discoveries reopen the question of why bipedalism evolved in the 
first place. There are many hypotheses. 

On a related point, Mrs. Leakey took issue with a new interpreta- 
tion of human evolution pm forward in January by Dr. Donald 
JohurtM^n or Lhe Cleveland MUseum of Natural Jii.story. The news 
conference was called by the National Geographic Society, which 
sponsors much of Mrs. Leakey's work »□ Africa.

Mauritania Coup Bid 


Reportedly Is Foiled 


NOUAKCHOTT, Mauritania, 
March 22 (A P) — President Musta- 
pha Quid Mohammed Salek has 
successfully pre-empted a coup by 
pro-Algerian members of the mili- 
tary regime who allegedly were 
plotting a Marxist takeover in this 
huge West African desert country, 
military and diplomatic sources re- 
ported today. 

In a proclamation Tuesday, Lt. 
Col. Salek announced that he was 
personally taking unlimited powers 
to deal with the exceptional situa- 
tion facing Mauritania. He said 
that he was determined to put an 


war against the Algerian-sponsored 
Polisario independence movement 
in the former Spanish Sahara. 

Yesterday. Ll CoL Salek an- 
nounced that he had fired all but 
one of the known Polisario sym- 
pathizers within his own govern- 
ment. 

Western diplomats in 
Nouakchott reportedly had warned 
President Salek for weeks that a 
leftist group within his military re- 
gime was plotting to swing the 
46 Q. 000 -square -mile nation into 
what is considered to be a growing 
zone of Soviet influence in Africa 
that includes Algeria. Libya, 
Ethiopia and Angola. 

Dropped from the government 
without public explanation were 
the interior minister. Maj. Jidou 
Ould Salek. regarded as the leader 
of the pro-Algerian faction: the 
finance minister. Sid Ahmed Ould 
Bneijara: the transport minister. 
Col. Viyah Ould Mayouf; and the 
civil service minister. Mohammed 
Yehdih Ould Bredeleil. , 

Maj. Salek — no direct relation 
of the president — was also a mem- 
ber of the ruling military commit- 
tee and through his control of po- 
lice and paramilitary forces was 
widely seen as the strong man of 
the regime. 

The committee seized power in a 
bloodless coup on July 10 of last 
year, accusing former president 
Mokhtar Ould Daddah of squan- 
dering the nation's wealth and 
manpower in the guerrilla war. 

Mr. Daddah had increased his 
armed forces tenfold to combat the

HONG KONG, March 22 (WP)

6 to 3 yesterday that the states are 
free to pay strikers unemployment 
compensation, which is financed 
largely by their employ ers. 

The justices upheld’ a New York 
slate law under which strikers, after 
an eight-week waiting period, can 
collect benefits. Rhode Island is the 
only state with a similar statute. 
According to a Labor Department 
specialist, however. 32 states pax 
benefits to workers who are invo- 
luntarily idled bv a strike and who 
are actively seeking full-time jobs 
elsewhere. 

Tlie key i-.sue in the case was 
whether Congress, in enacting the 
National Labor Relations Act in 
1935. the year in which the New 
York law was adopted, implicitly 
intended to prohibit unemploy- 
ment compensation for strikers. 

The Id U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, upholding the New York 
Ijw. found in 1977 that Congress 
hud no such intent. The 1 m U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals did find 
such an intent and invalidated the 
Rhode Island law. 

1971 Strike 

The test of the New York law 
arose from a 1971 nationwide strike 
against the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. by the Communica- 
tions Workers of America (AFL- 
Cm which represents about 70 
percent of the nonmansgement em- 
ployees of the Bef: System and its 
affiliates. 

For most AT&T workers, the 
strike lasted only a week. In New 
York state, however, the 38.000 
members employed by the Bell Sys- 
tem remained on strike for seven 
months. 


During the five months after the 
eight- week wailing period, about 
33/100 of the strikers collected ben- 
efits at an average rate of S75 a 
week each, a total of more than S49 
million, although the National La- 
bor Relations Board held that they 
were striking illegally. 

The New York Telephone Co. 
sued. A federal judge, saying that 
ihe law may substantial ly affect the 
willingness of workers to strike and 
the duration of their walkout, ruled 
for the employer in 1977 but was 
reversed later that year. 

In the Supreme Court, the com- 
pany complained that unemploy- 
ment benefits can be used “as a 
strike weapon to complement or re- 
place the unions' own strike 
I unds." 

But New York state argued that 
the long strike had benefited the 
company by reducing its net spend- 
ing for wages by S86 million. More- 
over. the contract that resulted was 
almost identical to the company’s 
original proposal, the state said. 
Finally, it pointed out. strikes in 
New York are shorter on the aver- 
age than elsewhere.

Hiring of Ex-Heroin Addicts 

WASHINGTON. March 22 
t NYT) — The Supreme Court ruled 
yesterday that the New York City 
Transit Authority's refusal to hire 
former heroin addicts who are en- 
rolled in methadone maintenance 
programs neither violates the for- 
mer addicts’ constitutional rights 
nor constitutes illegal discrimina- 
tion on the basis of race. 

The 6-3 decision reverses a ruling 
of the U.S. Court of Appeals in 
New S’ ork. which held xhat the ex- 
clusion of methadone patients was 
not rationally related to the author- 
ity's need for safe and reliable 
workers. 

The class-action challenge to the 
policy had been brought by two 
former Transit Authority employ- 
ees who were fired when their supe- 
riors learned that they were on 
methadone maintenance and by 
(wo methadone patients who were 
denied employment. 

The plaintiffs argued (hat metha- 
done users could be as stable as 
other employees, and that the ex- 
clusionary policy placed a discrimi- 
natory burden on blacks and Puer- 
to Ricans. They said that almost 
two-thirds of the city's methadone 
patients were black or Puerto 
Rican.

The Israeli Knesset has overwhelmingly en- 
dorsed the Isrueli-Egyptian treaty (although 
some members voted without enthusiasm 
and the minority was vociferously opposed) 
and President Carter has called the action a 
“voice for peace.” It undoubtedly is, but dur- 
ing the legislative process the treaty was 
spelled out. And that could be an obstacle to 
real peace. 

* * * 

For the object of the treaty was to recon- 
cile. or at least appear to reconcile, two op- 
posed major points of view. The Arabs — the 
“moderate” Arabs, at least, because the radir 
cals, including the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, sought to end Israel as a state 
— wanted a return to pre-1967 frontiers, in- 
cluding a return of Old Jerusalem to Arab 
rule, and an independent Palestinian state. 
The Israelis wanted to retain Jerusalem and 
parts of the six-day war conquests and 
refused to have the Palestinians as sovereign 
neighbors. Many Israelis wanted all of histor- 
ic Palestine — the Talmudic Israel. Judea 
and Samaria — as fixed parts of their state. 

This division did not affect Egypt to the 
degree that it concerned other Arab states, 
since most of the territory it wanted to recov- 
er — the Sinai — was important chiefly for 
strategic or petroleum reasons. And the Is- 
raelis were willing to concede the Sinai, al- 
though they had and still have doubts about 
the best solution for the oil wells. 

But while Egypt's President Sadat was 
ready to break the Arab front by a treaty 
with Israel, he could not offend his support- 
ers among the Arab states too much; he had 
to take the Palestinians into account, even 


though his direct interest in the territory they 
inhabited was confined to the Gaza Strip. So. 
with Mr. Carter’s ‘diplomatic intercession, the 
idea of Palestinian “autonomy” in the Gaza 
Strip and on the West Bank was adumbrated 
in the treaty. 

This could be regarded by the Arabs as a 
step toward independence. Or it could be re- 
garded by the Israelis as a final concession. 
But Egypt's Premier. Mustapha Khalil, 
staled the Arab view of the potentials of the 
treaty explicitly, and Israel’s Prime Minister 
Begin responded with a strong assertion of 
the Israeli view. The one hoped for a return 
to old boundaries and an Arab Jerusalem, 
plus Palestinian independence. The other de- 
nied that these developments could take 
place within the treaty. 

* * * 

So by being specific, both parties to the 
( treaty have left wide gaps in it. And the hope 
‘for real peace lies in what can actually be 
done in the Middle East to reduce this gap 
and to convince Israel and its Arab neigh- 
bors that there is room for change. A with- 
drawal of Egypt from the Arab front would 
leave that front without much military 
strength to achieve the kind of victory sought 
in 1948. 1967 and 1973. But it would not 
remove — indeed, it enhances — the possibil- 
ities of intensified guerrilla warfare, that 
would turn the occupied lands, as a Saudi 
'Arabian newspaper urges, “into a blazing in- 
ferno for the enemy.” Therefore, what has 
been a “voice for peace" must turn into ac- 
tion for peace if the Israeli- Egyptian treaty is 
to have concrete meaning. 


Is Chile Ready for U.S. Aid? 


The House Foreign Affairs Committee is 
being asked by its Latin America subcommit- 
tee to do a small but mischievous thing. It 
centers on a new administration military aid 
program meant to train small numbers of of- 
ficers in the ways and values of arms control 
and international peacekeeping. Chile, Brazil 
and Argentina, who have been cut off from 
access to U.S. military aid. would not ordi- 
narily be eligible for this program, but the 
subcommittee would like to invite them in. 

* * * 

The main argument for opening the door is 
that the program, rather than simply rein- 
forcing traditional national-security methods 
and objectives, would draw participants into 
programs of particular value for internation- 
al cooperation. It is argued that there is a 
special reason to draw military governments 
into such programs, since they might not oth- 
erwise have much interest in arms control or 
peacekeeping. The proposal also appeals to 
those who believe that Chile, in particular, 
ought to be rewarded for its passage out of a 
prolonged period of especially brutal repres- 
sion. Indeed, an undeniable measure of relax- 
ation is evident there. 

Nonetheless, we find the case for the new 
program flabby and, not merely because it 
asks a peripheral activity to influence politics 
at the core. The longtime U.S. association — 
some would call it romance — with the Latin 


military has simply not had enough of a 
payoff in terms of either growth of political 
institutions or economic development to jus- 
tify extending it into a new realm. Moreover, 
the regimes in Chile. Argentina and Brazil, 
each in its fashion, have deplorable human 
rights records. They should not be offered 
the small symbolic cleansing they might gain, 
or claim, from this program. 

Brazil, large and proud is certain to be 
wary anyway of any U.S. program that has 
the look of aid if only to avoid what iot con- 
siders the indignity of being made the subject 
of the human rights report that the State De- 
partment files annually on each aid recipient. 
Whether Argentina's military government 
would want to take part in the program is 
questionable. 

* * * 

Chile presumably is ready but, as always in 
its case, special considerations apply. The Pi- 
nochet regime, having physically destroyed 
its opposition, is softening at least in style. It 
deserves and has received some public recog- 
nition for this turn — in international human 
rights reports and in stories in the foreign 
press. But Chile is nowhere near regaining 
the functioning orderly democracy it enjoyed 
before the AUende regime lost control and 
the military took over. That is the main rea- 
son the United States should not offer it a 
role in the new program.

Happy Anniversary ERA 


In some ways, yesterday's anniversary — 
the original deadline for ratification — marks 
a defeat for the Equal Rights Amendment. 
Seven years after Congress proposed it, the 
ERA still lacks approval in three of the nec- 
essary 38 states. Now the amendment battle 
moves into an unprecedented extension peri- 
od. Even if three more states endorse it be- 
fore the new deadline in June, 1982, chal- 
lenges to the validity of the extension as well 
as recisions or past endorsements could pre- 
vent the amendment's adoption. 

* * * 

But the defeat is not total. Although we 
continue to believe that the amendment 
would help women — and men in some cases 
— achieve equality before the law. that cause 
rushes ahead even without the ERA. Some 
states, inspired by the federal amendment, 
have passed their own versions. Women are 
moving into the top ranks of corporate man- 
agement; they are increasingly achieving 
equality in the job market, the divorce court, 
the family. Progress will not be undone be- 
cause 15 state legislatures have so far said no 
to the ERA. 

And although we regjet the delay, it is not 
without purpose. The nation, in its caution 


about this amendment, is demonstrating a 
more general reluctance to amend the Con- 
stitution — which is what its framers intend- 
ed. The difficulty of the amendment process 
explains much of the Constitution's vitality 
and the endurance of its many valuable pro- 
tections. It explains why the document has 
stood the test of two centuries with only 26 
amendments. This constitutional conserva- 
tism has blocked not only the path of the 
ERA. It protects us now against the misguid- 
ed idea of amending the Constitution to re- 
quire a balanced federal budget. It stands 
against the even worse idea of calling a con- 
stitutional convention to propose such an 
amendment. A balanced budget amendment 
would make the Constitution dangerously 
inflexible. A convention would open a 
Pandora's box of uncertainty and confusion 
and threaten adoption of other undesirable 
changes. 

* * * 

Delay for the Equal Rights Amendment 
has become in effect the price that had to be 
paid for not tampering recklessly with other 
freedoms guaranteed by the Constitution. In 
that sense, at least, today's anniversary’ can 
also be a moment of satisfaction.

Communism: End of Illusions? 


By William Platt 


P ARIS — China's attack upon 
Vietnam, following 'Vietnam's 
peremptory -invasion of Cambodia, 
following genocidal repression in- 
side Cambodia, ought to have end- 
ed some illusions. 

Until now. China and Vietnam 
have provided just about the last 
recourse for those who want to take 
a positive view of Communism. 
And in Western Europe as well as 
the United States, a pained contro- 
versy has been provoked on the po- 
litical left. But very little is likely, 
finally, to be changed. People see in 
the political character and accom- 
plishments of other countries what 
they need to see. They need to be- 
lieve that an alternative really exists 
to that country, and the political 
system, wirh which one rs cons- 
trained to live — the compromised 
land of one’ parents, the compro- 
mised land of self. Facts have fairly 
little to do with it. 

Reform 

There is in this, as well, the need 
to believe in reform, redemption. 
Since the Enlightenment, the old 
Western belief in the possibility of 
a community of justice has become 
secularized. Before, it was under- 
stood that the perfected society 
could come only at God’s will and 
through the fulfillment of God’s 
plan. It was not in Lhe power of 
man to arrange. In modem times, 
people have concluded that if a per- 
fect society is to be made, they will 
have to make it themselves. This 
has been an absolutely fundamen- 
tal change in the way we look at 
things. It has been a source of the 
great reforming energy of modem 
society but also a motive for the vi- 
olence and terrorism of those who 
conclude that people must be 
forced to be free and virtuous. 

The modem history of Russian 
Communism has. of course, been a 
savagely instructive case. What be- 
gan in hope ended in the Moscow 
trials, the purges, the Nazi-Soviet 
pact. Gulag. Budapest 1956. Prague 
196K. With Stalin dead, and the So- 
viet Union discredited os a society 
of reform, the Communisms of 
Mao Tse-tung and Ho Chi Minh 
assumed lhe function of beau ideal 
for u new generation or European 
and U.S. idealists.

Merit Respect 


The Chinese and Vietnamese 
Communists assuredly did things 
to merit ropcvL but these were real 
features m what w as. for foreign 
admirers, an otherwise largely 
imaginary landscape. There was re- 
luctance to concede that Vietnam 
and China, too. were societies of 
national ambition, national aggran- 
dizement — and of power-seeking 
and ambitious men. prepared to 
oppress their critics, subjugate 
neighboring societies, sink minority 
cultures and interests. 

For some foreigners. Vietnam 
and China were too often countries 
that existed mostly in their heads. 
Since they were imaginary coun- 
tries. they were preserved from the 


Communism provided for both 
China and Vietnam a means for in- 
terpreting their own time of trou- 
bles. and for rinding an effective 
response. The Marxism which was 
learned in Paris and Moscow by 
earnest young Chinese and Viet- 
namese students and workers dur- 
ing the 1920s and 1930s was turned 
inio something nationally useful, 
different from what it had been 
before, just as the Russians them- 
selves had turned Marxism into a 
bleak and repressive national 
movement, and the foreign Com- 
munist ponies — and the Commu- 
nist International — into instru- 
ments of Soviet foreign policy. 

While both China and Vietnam 
today Mill profess to possess an in- 
ternational ideology, their conduct, 
as ihey have repeatedly demon- 
strated. is finally determined by na- 
tional interest and advantage. Both 
‘societies have in any case always 
possessed a powerful conviction 
that they are peoples, civilizations, 
apart — and in the Chinese case at 
least, of also being exemplary, the 
central kingdom in the world". Chi- 
na has always dealt with other 
neighboring societies as tributaries, 
or as barbarian forces whose 
threats had to be turned against 
one another. Thus China's anxiety 
to “leach a lesson" to Vietnam, 
which is to say. to subordinate it 
and obtain acknowledgement of in- 
subordinate position.

Fable 


Absurd? Of course. No white 
American can imagine being gov- 
erned by a small black minority — 
imagine being ruthlessly sup- 
pressed because of his color' But ail 
of those things have happened to 
the black majority in Rhodesia. 

The Arizona fable makes dear 


why so many black Rhodesians dis- 
trust Ian Smith. It explains why die 
guerrillas have a particular political 
legitimacy: because they alone 
forced Ian Smith to give up his aim 
of white supremacy forever. It ex- 
plains why there is skepticism 
about Smith's version of “majority 
rule." 

As to U.S. policy. Smith often 
complains- that the United States 
has not ended sanctions as 
promised when he accepted Henry 
Kissinger's plan for majority rule in 
1976. But Smith never carried out 
the heart of that bargain: to have a 
transitional government with a 
black majority and a black first 
minister. He has retained effective 
power, and he is not leaving poli- 
tics. 

For the United States to join 
Smith's side now would hurt U.S. 
interests in Africa without any 
balancing benefit. For the signs are 
multiplying that Smith cannot pro- 
duce a settlement in Rhodesia. 

His chief backer, the South Afri- 
can government, has made plain 
lately that it wishes he would keep 
his promise to retire. The most con- 
servative black in his internal 
regime.

U.S. Plans to Clean Debris 
At Closed New York A-Plant

WASHINGTON. March 22 
(WP) — The Energy Department 
won approval yesterday from the 
White House for a plan to clean up 
nuclear wastes at a closed repro- 
cessing plant near Buffalo. N.Y.. in 
exchange for the state reopening a 
nearby burial ground for radioac- 
tive debris. 

Under the plan, which must be 
approved by Congress, the Energy 
Department would remove the 
highly radioactive liquid waste 
from two tanks at the West Valley. 
N.Y.. site, solidify the uasie and 
then place it back' in storage at the 
site until a permanent federal repo- 
sitory for nuclear waste is built. 

While no financing has been 
agreed upon, it is understood that 
the Energy Department will pay at 
least 70 percent of the bill, which is 
estimated at between S200 million 
and 5300 million. 

In addition to cleaning up the 
liquid wastes, the Energy Depart- 
ment will take over the job of car- 
ing for the 400 tons of spent nucle- 
ar fuel now stored in a huge pool of 
water at the West Valley site. The 
department plans to enlarge the 
pool to handle another 600 tons. 

15 Year; Is Limit 

“The spent fuel will stay there, 
but not permanently." said Worth 
Bateman, deputy director of lhe 
Office of Energy Research and ar- 
chitect of the plan to dean up West 
Valley. “I'd say we’ll be snipping 
spent fuel in there for the next 10 
or 15 years, no more than that." 

In return for the Energy Depart- 
ment's finandng. the slate of New 
York has agreed to reopen the buri- 
al ground at West Valley, where 
such things as radioactive" clothing 
and medical containers are stored 
in steel drums. The site has been 
closed since 1972. since Nuclear 


Fuel Services. Inc., shut its repro- 
cessing plant there. 

The reopening t> seen as ‘neces- 
sary by the Energy Department, be- 
cause the only bunas ground east of 
the Mississippi River now licensed 
to take radioactive "bric-a-brac" is 
at Barnweii. S.C_ and is fast filling 
with sted drams. There were two 
sites in Kentucky and Illinois but 
both have beer, dosed in the iast 
three years. 

The land at West Valley is 
owned by New York state and 
leased to' Nuclear Fuel Services, 
which is a subsidiary of Getty Oil 
Carp. The lease expires next year, 
at which time the closed plant and 
the radioactive waste will be turned 
over io the state. 

The job of removing the liquid 
waste from two tanks and solidify- 
ing and replacing it will take S to 
10 years. The tanks contain almost 
600.000 gallons of such waste, 
which is the hot and highly radioac- 
tive substance left after spent ura- 
nium fuel has been reprocessed to 
obtain plutonium. 

Closed in 1972 after seven years 
of operation, the plant is 30 miles 
southeast of Buffalo. Until yester- 
day. when the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget approved the En- 
ergy Department plan, the federal 
government bore no fiscal responsi- 
bility for West Valiev. It had been 
the only commercial reprocessing 
plant operated in the United States.

Mr. Huriben said, in a reference to 
the 13-nation Organization of Pe- 
troleum Exporting Countries, “and 
the balance or payments problems, 
the safest, most economic way to 
produce electrical power is nuclear 
power.” 

Rep. UdaJI. whose subcommittee 
has primary jurisdiction over nucle- 
ar-power legislation, disagrees. 
“Nuclear power is on the razor's 
edge.” he said. “It may be just a 
little too early to write an obituary, 
but the early returns seem to sug- 
gest that nuclear energy is losing it. 

“I don't think we'U dose down 
the 70 reactors we now have oper- 
ating. but 1 personally believe it is 
very unlikely we will build the large 
number of "reactors projected for 
the year 2000." 

Sen. James McClure, R-Ohio. a 
member of the Senate Subcommit- 
tee on Nuclear Regulation, differs. 
“We must increase our use of nu- 
clear power because we cannot af- 
ford to be dependent on foreign 
oil," he said. 

■Time Has Run Out’ 

Sen. McClure criticized the Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commission for 
closing the five reactors last week. 
“That was an overreaction caused 
by the NRC looking at only its own 
liiile bailiwick without considering 
related national policy." he said. 

Peter Bradford, one of the five 
members of the NRC. said that the 
industry seemed suddenly to be in 


trouble “because time has run out 
on the self-delusions of the boost- 


ihat 


ers. 

“Experience has shown 
'many of the illusions offered by Lhe 
industry and government over the 
years simply cannot be sustained, 
he said. 

As examples, he cited the asser- 
tions that radioactive waste posed 
no disposal problem, that radiation 
below a certain level was harmless 
and that plutonium could not be 
used by a terrorist group to make 
an atomic bomb. 

“We are in a period of reassess- 
ment now." Mr. Bradford said. 
“Whether there will be a strong 
resurgence in electrical demand, 
whether this will result in some new 
reactor orders or development in 
some other direction, it is too early 
to predict." 

Old Disputes 

Thomas Vanderslice. a senior 
vice president and head of the pow- 
er-systems division at the General 
Electric Co., said that nuclear pow- 
er had always been controversial 
and that the current disputes were 
not new. 

“The fact is that nuclear power 
has had an outstanding safety 
record for the last 20 years.” he 
said. 

Mr. Vanderslice. like Mr. Huri- 
ben. said that the U.S. balance of 
payments problem and the need to 
be as independent as possible of 
foreign energy sources dictated in- 
creased use of nuclear reactors. 

Daniel Ford, director of the Un- 
ion of Concerned Scientists, a 
Cambridge. Mass., group long criti- 
cal of nuclear power, said that in 
his opinion, the NRCs partial re- 
pudiation of its study on the risks 
of reactor accidents had ended the 
“the long dormancy' of the safety 
issue."

'Deer Hunter’ Graphic, Moving

P ARIS. March 22 ( IHT) — “The 
Deer Hunter” (ai the Ermi- 
tage, (he Biarritz and (he Odeon in 
F.nglish) seems destined to win the 
forthcoming Oscar as the year's 
best film. Neither at home nor 
abroad has it been confronted with 
any formidable rival. 

A brooding, backward glance at 
(he U.S. military intervention in 
Vietnam, the film succeeds without 
resort to boss-drum bombast in set- 
ting before us a graphic account of 
soldiers who participated in the 
conflict. Their horrendous experi- 
ences and the scars the oraeal 
leaves upon them are conveyed 
with an honest simplicity that is at 
once entirely persuasive and 
strangely moving Michael Cimino. 
a fledgling director, has employed 
the emotional dynamite of his 
script with expert skill. 

The film is less one of war's pano- 
rama than it is of the private lives 
of warriors. A trio of Pennsylvania 
steel mil! workers are fast friends. 
They share their spare time togeth- 
er in taverns and in hunting deer in 
the Allegheny mountains. In 1968. 
following the' wedding of one of the 
threesome, they enlist and are sub- 
sequently dispatched to Vietnam. 
They are captured and suffer ghast- 
ly torment in a Viet Cong prison 
camp. They escape (heir captors, 
but they can never escape what has 
happened to them. One is maimed, 
the second is a mental case and the 
third, going home, has been lasting- 
ly altered in character. After know- 
ing the slaughter of the battlefield 
he finds no sport in slaying deer. 

Cimino emerges as a young di- 
rector of noteworthy originality, an 
uncommon and versatile talent. He 
has drawn the Pennsylvania mill 
town and its inhabitants full to es- 
tablish the background of his prin- 
cipals. The torture scenes are 
shattering quick with a gripping 
sense of tenor, and he has pictured 
the fall of Saigon with thrilling 
excitement. 

The finale is less satisfactory. 
The scenario lunges into wild melo- 
drama when the soldier returns to 
the flaming city in a vain effort to 
rescue his comrade who has insane- 
ly taken to playing Russian roulette 
for high stakes. Nor is the conclud- 
ing scene with relatives and veter- 


ans gathered in a Pennysl vania pa 
lor to dolefully sing “God BEet 


>ar- 

ly sing "Uod Bless 
America" successful m its purpose, 
having all the commanding fire and 
iron of a milkshake or an emphatic 
speech by President Carter.The 
company, headed by Robert de 
Niro. Christopher Walken and 
John Savage meets the script at eve- 
ry syllable. The Walken perform- 
ance as the demen led war victim is 
or especially high order, outstand- 
ing in its clarity, heartbreak and au- 
thentic realism. 


orders him to commit some atro- 
cious crime, very often a double 
murder. 


The movies are so full of warning 
these days that one would have to a 
vaudeville mind reader to remem- 
ber them all. 

We have been told to beware of 
wives, children, parents, mothers- 
in-law. plants, alcohol. Martians, 
cigarettes, pot and flirtatious floo- 
zies. We have been solemnly in- 
formed that any man who holds 
lofty rank is likely to be a potential 
dictator. Though duly noting the 
rising paranoia, we have swallowed 
such unsolicited advice without 
quibble, but “Les Chiens" (at the 
Colisee. the Saint-Germain Hu- 
cheite and the Francais) goes too 
far. It is the last straw. It is a warn- 
ing against watchdogs. 

Anti-dog propaganda will simply 
not be tolerated, free speech not- 
withstanding. Say what you will 
against anything else and you may 
find a welcome ear, but criticism of 
canines is beyond the pale. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt probauly won his 
fourth presidential election due to a 
speech in which he remarked that 
though it was always open season 
on him and his family, reflections 
on his scollie Fala were unfair and 
resented. The rumor ran that the 
playwright Robert Sherwood, prog- 
nosticator of audience reaction, in- 
serted the quip. It not only brought 
down the house but even caused ra- 
bid anti-Roosevellites to chuckle 
sympathetically. When it comes to 
dogs the ranks close tightly. As for 
the distasteful “Chiens."' it is a 
warning in itself, an example of 
what the public doesn't need. 


The oft-repealed business lakes 
place again in “Magic” (at the 
Ambassade. the Sajnt-Jacques and 
Murat in English} with Anthony 
Hopkins os the lovelorn ventrilo- 
quist — like clowns, movie ventrilo- 
quists inevitably have unhappy af- 
fairs of the heart — who falls under 
his dummy's sway. The split-per- 
sonality of voice-casters was con- 
sidered long ago in a short story by 
Ben Hecht which served James 
Craze for a film. “The- Great 
Gubbo.” in which Erich von 
Stroheim, stricken with incipent 
schizophrenia, had to be tied in a 
straitjackeL In “Dead of Night." 
Michael Redgrave, spurred by his 
dummy, committed homicide. 
Richard Attenborough's version 
now before us moves so leisurely 
that it often seems in slow motion. 
Hopkins is rather touching as an 
English music-hall artist who 
achieves fame on American televi- 
sion. but is seduced by his puppet. 
Ann-Margret as the girl who would 
save him and Burgess Meredith as 
his agent who detects the symp- 
toms of his malady, probably from 
a study of old movies, provide com- 
petent support.

band. And Morahan enlivens the 
action with plenty of comic touch- 


es. particularly in his treatment of 
an accident-prone servant and pro- 
vides musicians to tootle through 
the scene changes lest the audience 
become restless. 

But the glamour and excitement 
and movement are no more than 
deliberate distractions to prevent 
too much attention being given to 
the actual play.

The rats feast on grain and huge 
bowls of sweets and water put out 
each day by temple devotees. The 
temple walls are honeycombed with 
holes specially made for them. 

They owe their good life to a lo- 
cal legend more than 500 years old. 


which says that the souls of dead 
members of a Rajput clan, the 
Charans, inhabit the bodies of rats 
until they are reincarnated in 
human form. The temple rats are 
everywhere. The open courtyard is 
screened with wire netting to pro- 
tect them fromn birds of prey, and 
they live happily with pigeons and 
sparrows, which manage to get in 
at the grain bins. 


All Sizes 

They skitter up the temple's 
sheer marble walls, somersault in 
midair as they collide, scurry across 
the black-and-white tiled* floors, 
fight, frolic and mate, completely 
ignoring the humans. The rats 
come in all sizes: they are fat. thin, 
sleek, scruffv. A few are deformed 


but the majority look healthy, 
kick as two try to crowd into 
one hole at (he same time. Dozens 
converge on a new bowl of sweets 
put down by a devotee and it disap- 
pears beneaLh a mass of tails. 

The temple. 20 miles from 
Bikaner, attracts hundreds of 
worshippers every day. Most seem 
completely at ease with the rats.

KLM Payments 
Acknowledged 
By Dutch Aide 

THE HAGUE. March 22 (AP- 
DJ) — The Dutch government has 
conceded that KLM Royal Dutch 
Airlines made illegal secret pay- 
ments aimed at boosting business, 
but insisted that “this doesn't hap- 
pen anymore.” 

The admission was made in the 
Dutch parliament yesterday by 
Neelie Smil-Kroes. deputy minister 
for transport. She was replying lo 
questions raised four weeks ago by 
the Socialist opposition. Parliament 
is expected to endorse the govern- 
ment's stand next week. 

“KLM isn't 100-percent clean.” 
she declared. "But then, who is?” 

The illegal payments, she con- 
ceded. went to travel agents, freight 
brokers, traffic managers und other 
persons able to place airline busi- 
ness. She also acknowledged that 
money had been deposited directly 
into Swiss bank accounts for trans- 
Ailantie payments and that free 
travel facilities had been given to 
people placed on the airline's New 
York office payroll for only sym- 
i holic salaries. 

She said these activities also have 
been abandoned. 

The U.S. Securities and Ex- 
change Commission also has been 
looking into KLM's secret pay- 
ments (IHT. March 9). 

Herstatt, Others Go 
On Trial Tomorrow 

COLOGNE. March 22 (Reuters) 

— Iwan Herstatt. the former chief 
executive of the Bankhaus Herstatt. 
goes on trial with seven others to- 
morrow on charges arising from the 
hank's losses five years ago. 

- They are accused of pulling cli- 

ents funds with which they were cn- 
irusted at risk through exchange 
speculation and are also charged 
with falsifying the bank's accounts. 
There are 2*>0 witnesses and the tri- 
al is expected to last up to 18 
month,. Losses were estimated at 
1.2 billion Deutsche marks.

TOO FAR TO GO 
The Maples Stories 

By John Updike. Fawcett. Paperback. 256 pp. S2.25. 

Reviewed by William McPherson 


T HE WAY WE, or some of the 
more fortunate among us, live 
now is the subject of the 17 John 
Updike short stories collected in 
“Too Far to Go." All but one of 
them, “Divorcing; A Fragment,” 
have been published before, nine of 
them in The New Yorker to which 
Updike is a frequent contributor, 
and 10 of them nave appeared in 
previous collections. Yet there are 
good reasons for bringing them to- 
gether in their present format Hie 
stories are consecutive, for one 
thing, and the same characters, 
Richard and Joan Maple, and the 
same themes — love, domesticity 
and infidelity, permanence ana. 
evanescence, blood and death — 
appear throughout Together the 
stories form a single unit rather 
like an Updike novel, rather like 
tbe Maples’ marriage, a luxurious 
slow slide from grace, a 20-year tra- 
jectory from innocence to deca- 
dence. 

The Maples begin, certainly, in 
innocence: young and happy in a 
modest apartment in New York, 
delighted by the sight of snow fall- 
ing. of mounted policemen gallop- 
ing two abreast down 13th Steel, by 
the currents of affection that flow 
spontaneously between them. But 
they end. like the students in the 
butchers' school next to the church 
— two emblems that figure in the 
first story. "Snowing in Greenwich 
Village" — “all bloody and laugh- 
ing.” 

Richard Maple is stubbornly 
determined to hold on to the aura 
of innocence while embracing the 
pleasures of decadence, rather like 
a spoiled child. Yet innocence, 
though certainly not identical with 
virginity (losing innocence is a 
longer, more insidious and more 
painful process), is rather like iL 
The destiny of most of us is to lose 
iL and once lost, it is not regained, 
no matter how much one may wish 
or pretendL Updike's Richard 
Maple persona longs for innocence 
as he longs for green suburban 
glades whose trees (maples, of 
course) “retained for him an arbo- 
real innocence, a straightforward 
and poolin g leafiness”; as be longs 
for the deep delirious mysteries of 
the housewife up the street and for 
the order represented by die coloni- 
al church spire. 

Updike’s protagonists always get 
the housewife up the strecL It turns 
out she is much like the wife at 
home: intelligent pretty, vaguely 
dissatisfied, compliant ultimately 
mysterious. “They like one anoth- 
er,” he writes in his foreword to the 
Maples stories, “and are mysteries 
to one another.” “Love and habit 
at short range are immensely pow- 
erful. but tune, lacking a minus 
charge, accumulates inexorably, 
and with its brother boredom levels 
alt” Richard observes, contemplat- 
ing his imminent divorce in tbe last 
story entitled (with obvious irony) 
“Here Comes the Maples.” 

Between die beginning and 4he 
end in a court of the Puritan Com- 
monwealth. there are years of hap- 
piness and sorrow, vacillation and 
resolve. Bui as Richard acknowl- 
edges. “Nothing lasts forever.” 

There are though some things — 
like the plumbing in the cellar — 
that Iasi a long time. “Tenderly,

The title of the book does not 
make it clear that the author is con- 
cerned primarily with declarer play, 
although he does include chapters 
on opening leads and defensive sig- 
nals. The main body of the book 
includes much material that is not 
available elsewhere. On the di- 
agramed deal, he is concerned with 
ine declarer's problems, but it also 
carries a lesson for defenders. 

Six spades is a sound con tract for 
North-South, but not one easy to 
reach. Blackwood does not suggest 
any bidding, but the auction shown 
is logical. South bids three hearts, 
ostensibly a try for game, but is em- 
boldened to move toward slam 
when his partner jumps to four 
spades. His cue-bid in clubs is all 
the encouragement North needs to 
bid a slam, for he knows that the 
hands fit perfectly. 

The heart ten is led. and ihe fall 
of the jack under dummy’s queen 
strongly suggests that South cannot 
hope for an even break in that 
department But the declarer has 
two other chances: An even trump 
split will allow him to ruff his last 
heart in the dummy, and a normal 
four-three diamond break will per- 
mit the establishment of dummy’s 
last diamond. 

South starts immediately on dia- 
monds by taking the ace and a ruff.

Updike writes in his foreword. 
“Though the Maples stories trace 
the decline and fall of a marriage, 
they also illumine a history in many 
ways happy, of growing children 
and a million mundane moments 
shared. That a marriage ends is less 
than ideal: but ail things end under 
heaven, and if temporality is held 
to be invalidating, then' nothing 
real succeeds." 

These stories are real enough, as 
real as the toast crumbs on the 
breakfast table; the dwracters- 
around it almost too familiar to in- 
spire curiosity. The texture of the 
Maples' particular domestic life, 
the immediacy of their experience, 
is subtly, faithfully and rather wist- 
fully rendered, perhaps because 
Updike's own experience seems to 
parallel that of Richard Maple (he 
was quoted in a December New - 
York Times Magazine article os 
saying, “All the Maple stories were 
fairly close to the bone.”) 

Fiction is not autobiography, yet 
ail fiction, I am convinced, is in 
some sense rooted in autobiogra- 
phy though the connection to actu- 
al events may be tenuous indeed, 
even nonexistent. We are. after alL 
the total of our experiences, and ex- 
perience includes not only what we 
in fact do but what we privately 
imagine. An author cannot write 
about what he does not know and 
the reader must grant him his mate- 
rial. yet there are dangers in writing 
so closely on the heels of one’s own 
immediate experience: a lack of 
toughness, perhaps; a tendency to 
indulgence; an urge to justify' the 
author’s ways to men. Distance, cm 
the other hand, either blurs experi- 
ence or heightens it For most of us 
it is mercifully blurred: but for 
writers, if tbey can be restrained 
from spilling the beans before they 
are digested, it is heightened, it ;'s 
the heightening of experience that l - 
miss m these stories, well-crafted 
and finely written as they are. and 
altogether unexceptional. 

John Updike is extraordinarily, 
prolific. In 20 years he has pub- 
lished four volumes of poem^ 10 
novels, five previous collections of 
short stories, two collections of 
nonfiction and one play — all of 
exceptional quality. A 20-year tra- 
jectory in his own life has been 
completed. It seems to me he now- 
faces a choice in his work to recapi- 
tulate with another set of names the 
familiar story of peccadilloes in 
suburban paradises, of grace with- 
out pressure, or to go on to some- 
thing else. He may already have 
done so. His Iasi novel, "The 
Coup,” published three months 
ago. seemed to point toward a - 
tougher but wiser course. Certainly 
it is time to “kiss today goodbye, 
the sweetness and the sorrow.” as 
the song in “Chorus Line” goes, 
“and point . . . toward tomor- 
row.” Another line in that song is. 
“But I can’t forget, don't regret 
what I did for love.” John Updike 
has no need for regrets; he docs 
have a need now to get on with it.

Ed Kienholz 

Taking a Pat Shot 
At the World 


Of Art

C OPENHAGEN 

wanted to creaie a piece which 
•avuUI allow people lo confront the sim- 
ple fact that death means everything 
ceases " American artist Ed Kienholz was 
explaining to the man from Swedish tele- 
vision. “No more eating, no more talking, 
r.o more making lave ever again." 

He was standing in front of “Still 
Live." his “art environment with a kilting 
potential." Behind a perimeter of barbed 
•sire and multilingual warning signs, a 
comfortable easy chair, set back against a 
metal wall, faces a rectangular box from 
which the barrel of a gun projects, aimed 
cficsi-lvgfr at the chair. 

“Tiie gun is loaded." Kienholz said, 
“and the box consists of a device which

will set it off at some utterly random 
moment — even I have no idea when — 
sometime between now and 100 years 
from now. Anyone who enters the envi- 
ronment has to sign a sheet of paper stat- 
ing he understands ail of this. There's a 
nice side benefiL in the piece for me: You 
see. us an artist I’m always having to put 
myself on the line, to render myself vul- 
nerable to the sometimes callous evalua- 
tions of anonymous spectators. Well I 
like the idea of a piece which turns the 
tables, which makes the viewer potential- 
ly vulnerable." 

Confiscated 

Wherever the piece has been shown, 
however, authorities have frowned on the 
idea. In Berlin, the police confiscated the 
piece and charged its creator with at- 
tempted murder, an imbroglio from 
which Kienholz was extricated only 
through the intercession of the Allied 
authorities. The piece, however, was re- 
moved from Berlin. 

In Denmark, at the Louisiana Museum 
just outside Copenhagen, where “Still 
Live" forms part of a Kienholz retrospec- 
tive on view through May 13. the Danish 
police resolved their misgivings by order- 
ing the metal box sealed off with a trans- 
parent bulletproof lid. 

“The Art Show," also at the Louisiana, 
is Kienholz’s most recent tableau, a vast, 
mordant ly satiric evocation of opening 
night at a contemporary art gallery. Sev- 
enteen “patrons." in various postures of 
mindless ennui or studied attention, hud- 
dle in groups and banter. Their dress is 
exact, their faces crafted out of the air- 
conditioning vents of a variety of late- 
model automobiles. They blow a steady 
scream of warm air, push their buttons 


and disgorge a flood of fashionable, in- 
choate art babble. 

Kienholz was bom in 1928 in Fairfield. 
Wash., and grew up on the farm, absorb- 
ing country skills and preserving a fresh 
attitude toward the sophistications of 
modem an. two aspects of his personality 
that held him in good stead in Los Ange- 
les during the late '50s and early '60s. His 
collages of found objects evoking some of 
life's grittier zones (a mental hospital, a 
brothel, a bar. eta) earned him a growing 
fame and a certain notoriety. 

His early retrospective at the Los An- 
geles County Museum almost got the 
place shut down. A 1970 traveling show 
of 1 i tableaus established him as a major 
figure on the European scene. Of the .11, 
each an incisive portrait of some aspect 
of American life, only three found their 
way back to the United States. The rest 
were bought by European collectors or 
museums. Thus, for example. Barney's 
Beanery, a crusty old Los Angeles bar, is 
today echoed in Kienholz’s 'The 
Beanery," which is lodged in Amster- 
dam’s Stedefijk Museum. Meanwhile, 
Kienholz gradually abandoned Los 
Angeles, and for the last six years he has 
divided his time between upstate Idaho 
and Berlin. 

Kienholz bridles at the suggestion that 
his work has affinities with Brueghel and 
Bosch and some of the other masters of 
the dark, teeming northern European 
tradition, whose works populate the mu- 
seums of Berlin. Kienholz insists that he 
never visits those museums. “Earlier art 
holds no interest whatsoever for me." he 


said, “and I hardly even care what any- 
one dse is doing today. For instance, chat 
little framed snapshot over there, which ! 
picked up at a Ilea market a while back, is 
much more impressive (o me than any- 
thing I might hope to find in any 
museum." 

He points to a frayed photograph, circa

1925. of some anonymous Berlin burgher, 
ind noting the thumb smudge rubbed 
into one comer, he evokes the unending 
widow’s grief that must have produced it, 
wresting an entire narrative from the 
mute evidence of a found object 
In .his Volksempfaenger series, a group 
of object-assemblages, Kienholz has mo- 
dulated a repertoire of objects — old 
radios, battered washboards, bare light- 
bulbs. fragments of pu Hearts, grill cages, 
and photographs — into an evocation of 
the recent history of Germany, its plunge 
into fascism and its precipitous regenera- 
tion. The apocalyptic music of Winner — 
which Kienholz encountered during one 
of his first stays in Berlin — laces through 
his shattered radio shells. 

At the Louisiana show, the room that 
houses these Volksempfaenger, based on 
the cheap people's radio sets of Hitler's 
Germany, abuts another housing 
“Roxy's." Kienholz's first tableau, dating 
back to the early '60s, a re-creation of a 
shabby brothel in Las Vegas of the war 
years. The mirror in the entiy, just be- 
yond the eerie madam (sporting a cow's 
skull and cheap earrings) reflects the 
knlksempfaeng/er: wartime Germany re- 
flected in wartime America. Within a 
jukebox hums, and the girls tarry (sad 
collages fashioned out of mannequin 
stumps, trashcans. sewing-machine trea- 
dles and so forth). The furniture and 
props are uncannily true to the period. 
The ambiance is one of cosy desolation. 


On the other side of tin room, another 
mirror reflects the chic, bright glamor of 
“The Art Show" next door. 

Shortly after installing the Louisiana 
show. Kienholz departed. He and his 
family, who the Louisiana's director. 
Knud Jensen, likens to a traveling circus 
tirelessly mounting its show at each new 
site then moving on, went back to their 
Berlin lair, a homey apartment perched 
just around the comer from the Kurfuer- 
siendamm. And Kienholz went back to 
work, which is to say he was once again 
combing flea markets and second-hand 
shops for their unexpected treasures. 

Circus 


One of Berlin's attractions for Kien- 
holz is that it is too remote for most of 
the surging art world traffic, so that he is 
generally left alone to work in peace. 
Kienholz somehow manages to exist in 
Berlin while making hardly any conces- 
sions to the fact that he is living on for- 
eign soil. The radio in his studio is tuned 
all day long to the U-S. Armed Forces 
radio (rock, blues, country-western), and 
all activity is suspended each hour on the 
hour for five minutes of news. Kienholz 
has managed to remain oblivious to the 
German language, storming through the 
shops and flea markets with his booming, 
authoritative manner, his only compro- 
mise being an occasional inversion of his 
syntax. “How much costs this?" He man- 
ages to make himself understood by sheer 
momentum. The heady commerce of in- 
tensive dealing transcends any specific 
language, and there, jawboning down the 
prices. Ed Kienholz. the wily country boy 
who's made it unexpectedly big in the 
great world, is in his element, no matter 
where he is.
